NOMINATION OF GENERAL JOHN K. MILLER. 
Mr. S ears—Mr. President : It affords me pleasure 
to place in nomination for the high office of United 
States Senator General John F. Miller of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
He was selected by the people of this State 
for this office last November, as expressed in their 
choice foi members of the Assembly, and the tim e 
h s arrived for us to ratify their selection. 
The po­ 
sition of Senator in the highest legislative body in 
this r ation ought to gratify the ambition of any 
man. 
Within the Senate cham ber have assembled 
the greatest minds and leading statesm en which 
this country has produced. At the time when Cali­ 
fornia was asking admission into the Union, the 
United States Senate contained men who for lofty 
patriotism , cogent reasonii g and soul-stirring elo­ 
quence have never been equaled. Slavery and free­ 
dom Mere contending for advancement. 
W« bster, 
Clay an i Calhoun were there in all their majesty 
and 
power. 
God 
and 
N ature 
bad 
be­ 
stowed 
on 
them 
their 
choicest 
gifts 
and 
m arked them as leaders: their thoughts are a part 
of our history ; their names are immortal. 
Their 
bold advocacy of political principles precluded each 
of them from becoming President; their penetrating 
minds looked so far into the future th at the m ajor­ 
ity of the people did not accept their principles 
during their life time. 
AnotLer reason ¡9 th at our 
country possessed such a diversify of climate, pro­ 
ducts, resources, in titutions and antagonistic inter­ 
ests, th at their advanced ideas clashed with sectional 
jealousies. Times and customs have changed ; busi­ 
ness capacity has taken the place cf forensic elo­ 
quence 
Wc do not claim th at General Miller is a W ebster, 
a Clay or a Calhoun. 
W c desire to picture him in 
his true light, such as m ill stand the test when caded 
upon to exercise the duties of ! is < ffice. 
He M ould 
not 
thank 
me to 
do 
otherwise. 
He 
is 
a 
m an of 
sound 
judgm ent, superior 
business 
talents, 
a clear and forcible 
speaker, quick 
perceptive faculties, good executive ability, pure 
character, a brave soldier and the backbone to do 
M'hat he believes to be right. 
He has Lot been here 
to intrigue for this nomination, or tipsicd the mind 
of any legislator into his support. 
His course has 
been an honor to himself and a credit to his party. 
General Miller landed ou the shores of California in 
1853, and soon after opened a law office in the city 
of Napa, and notified the people of th at section he 
was ready and willing to be retained. By his energy 
and intelligence he achieved more than a local repu­ 
tation in his profession. A t a tim e when lie was 
surrounded with prosperity, and hope and ambition 
were more than gratified, he heard the anguish of a 
m other’s heart in bis old home thousands of miles 
away. 
No dutiful son can listen unheeding!}- to a 
m other’s sorrow. 
W ith a heart full of filial affection 
he sacrificed business ar.d am bition and responded 
to her summons. 
He found th at affairs at home 
required his presence and attentiou for some time 
Ilis energetic tem peram ent would not perm it him 
to remain quiet 
lie took an active part in the elec­ 
tions from 1856 to 1861 in the State of Indiana. 
He 
had the esteem and confidence « f Governor Morton. 
When the hoarse m utterings of rebel cannon fired 
on Sum ter resounded through the North, the noble 
Governor of Indiana called her Legislature together 
for the purpose of furnishing ineu and means to de­ 
fend the nation. General Mi tier M-as a member of 
the Senate of th at State. 
Ilis vote and voice were 
freely given to aid the Government. 
In October, 
1861, he resigned bis seat in the Senate and organ­ 
ized the Twenty-ninth Regiment of lodiana Volun­ 
teers, and was appointed its Colonel. 
Up to this 
time General Miller posseeseil no knowledge of war 
or the u*e of arms. 
He had not even treed a 
coon; bu t the latent spirit was in him, and the 
occasion was to come which would bring it out. 
Two incidents in bis career illusU ate his executive 
ability and m ilitary genius. 
During the early part 
of the war he was the m ilitary commander at Na-h* 
ville. The generals in the field kept drawing his 
men until he had but a fmall force left. 
This nude 
it necessary to build fortifications around th at city. 
He did not have the men to do the work. 
He saw 
thousands of slaves who wete employed in raising 
supplies for the enemy. 
He issued' an order and 
sent his officers out to execute it, ordering them to 
take and bring to fcis headquariers a certain pro 
rata of each m aster’s slaves. 
In obedience to this 
order bis officers came marching into camp with 
about two thousand of the happiest negroes that 
ever bandied a hoe. 
About this tim e the wool be­ 
gan to fly. These were followed by their exas])cr- 
ated masters, who demanded to know what itm cant. 
“ It means,” said Miller, “ that I am going to build 
fort ifieations, and I require these men to d o it w ith.” 
They replied, “ These a c not men, th ry are our 
property.** “ If they are property,’ said the Gen­ 
eral, “ I have the right, under the articles of war, 
to take them as a m ilitary necessity to build my for 
tification* 
if they are m en, I have the same right 
1 4 u k e them ." 
” Who will v >11 pay for their - r- 
vic nT they sohf. 
The General replied th a t “ loe 
ldborerer is worthy of his hire. 
I shall pay those 


who do the work.” 
“ This looks like interfering 
with our domestic in stitu tio n s; it looks like abo 
liti«»n,” 
they said. 
The General 
replied, “ I 
don’t know how it looks to you, bu t if in the dis­ 
charge of niv duty toward the Government your in ­ 
stitution suffers, it is the fault of the institution, 
and not m ine.” They appealed to Governor John­ 
son and President Lincoln, but the order was not 
revoked. These men M ere never returned to slaver}'. 
It was the first order issued by a m ilitary com- 
111 an«ler M*hereby slave* wore used’in defense of the 
Government. 
It Mas a bold enforcement of a law 
M bich struck a blow at the “ corner stone ” of the 
Confederacy. 
It melted the shackles of 2,000 
slaves in the fire of patriotism . 1 don’t know what 
other motive prom pted the order, but 1 think there 
M as imp- nted in the merrow of his back bone the 
seeds of liberty which called it forth. The buttle of 
Stone river developed his m ilitary genius, the par­ 
ticulars of which have never been given to the pub­ 
lic. 
Miller bad four regim ents under his command, 
num bering 3,400 men 
General Breckeuridge was on 
the opposite side with 7,000. 
Miller observed th a t 
the Confederate forces were forming to cross. 
He 
saw at a glance th a t there Mas «longer cf btiug 
routed. 
It was a ca«c where action m ust follow 
thought quick?}*. 
Miller, springing to the front 
with uplifted sword, gave the order to 
cross. 
The 
enemy opened 
fire 
ou his m e n ; 
iuto 
the 
river 
th^y 
«lashed, 
lashing the 
w ater 
into 
foam, w ith here 
and there 
spots 
crim ­ 
soned with Union blood. 
Miller was shot through 
the neck. 
He tied his handkerchief over his wound 
as he led his men across. 
When about half way 
over an order came for him not to cross, but it was 
no time to swap horses in the middle of the stream. 
Up the bank they rushed, each man firmly grasp­ 
ing his m usket, inspired M ith the dauntless courage 
of his leader. 
1 lie attack was furious and deter­ 
mined. The Confederates stood like a wall of ada- 
ment. 
I t Mas Greek against Greek. 
Presently 
Miller saw them break and retreat. 
A t this time 
another order came to retreat, bu t it was no time to 
retreat M-hen the enemy Mere fleeing in all direc 
tions. 
Miller gave the order to double quick 
up the hill. 
They went, picking off men as 
an expert hunter does q util. 
The bights were 
rea«;hed ju st as four cannon sent forth 
their 
death-dealing missiles into the faces of his brave 
men. 
The cannon Mere captured and turned o'» the 
enemy. Now came another order to press the en­ 
emy. 
Miller sent back word that he had been 
pressing the enemy until be had [tressed them out 
of sight. The result of this battle was four cannon 
captured, the colors of a Tennessee regim ent, and 
over 2,000 of the cnemv were killed, and General 
Kosecrans promoted Miller on the field to a Briga­ 
dier-General for heroic conduct, 
boflicc it to eav 
th a t orders Miller received during the fight did n.it 
come from General Rosecrans. 
General Miller has 
been a success in every station of life in which he 
has been placed. 
It is a ju*t 
reward for bis 
services th at he should 
receive a seat in the 
highest councils of the nation whose 
liberty 
and union he fought so bravely to preserve* 
There he will meetfsorac who fo u .h t as bravely 011 
the other side.

Assembly Kill No. 25, introduced by Mr. 
McCallion, Í3 entitled “ An Act to amend 
•‘ Section 10!>7 of the Political Code, ap­ 
proved April 111, 1SS0, relating to elec- 
“ tions.” Section 1007 of the Political 
Code contains provisions relating to the 
registration of voters. 
I t declares what 
qualifications applicants for registration 
m ust have. 
It states what proofs a natur­ 
alized citizen must produce of his natural­ 
ization. 
It provides that in case he clain s 
to have lost his papéis be must make affi­ 
davit to t' at ffect, “ which affidavit must 
‘ state the place of his nativity and the 
‘ time 
and 
place 
anil 
Court of his 
■ naturalization,” etc. 
Now the bill in­ 
troduced 
by 
Mr. 
McCallion 
is 
a 
literal copy of the existing law, with 
oue 
exception. 
lie 
has 
omitted 
the 
tw o words “ and Court” which we have 
italicized in the citation from the existing 
law. This change would obviously make it 
easy for unnaturalized aliens to swear 
themselves on to the regis'er, since it 
removes a principal means of tracing per­ 
jury and punishing it. 
Any man might 
swear generally to the “ time and place 
of his naturalization'’ if he was not com- 
pelied to name the Court that naturalized 
him. 
XVe can see in the proposed change, 
therefore, no possible object but the facili­ 
tation ot fraudulent voting, and as that 
is against public policy we trust that the 
Judiciary Committee will report that this 
bill “ do not pass.” 


W e are very triad to welcome to Sacra­ 
mento the Convention of Pioneers which 
■ has assembled here to consider the no st 
appropriate method of perpetuating the 
• memory of General SutUr. 
The work in 
which these gentlemen are engaged :s one 
which becomes them well, and it shows 
that-the spirit of loyuity to the trad-tions 
of the past—that spirit upon which all 
genuine patriotism is based—is still strong 
among the real founders of the State. 
Among the delegates to this Convention 
ure some who can remen ber Sutter s Fort 
when it was the principal rendezvous of the 
interior of California. 
The changes which 
have taken place since that time—so near 
in point of time, yet so remote when the 
growth of this community is considered— 
mu-it make it somewhat" hard for them to 
realize the bygone era vividly. 
But it is 
to the credit and honor of the Pioneers 
that they should have determined upon 
active proceedings for the establishment of 
such a memorial, and there can be no ques­ 
tion that they have chosen the right point 
at which to ce’e! rate the commencement 
of the Anglo-Saxon era in California. 
It 
was at New Helvetia that that era had 
its beginning. 
It was at Sutter's Fort 
that the nucleus of the present State 
of California was formed. 
It was here 
that the Americans planted their feet with 
.he characteristic tenacity of the nation. 
Here then the opening of the new age 
must he memorialized, and the only im­ 
portant consideration is as to the method 
to be adopted. 
There are of course many 
and obvious ideas on this head. 
Some of 
the Pioneers are for a simple monument; 
others prefer 
some kind of memorial 
chaoel; still others think that the best 
plan would he to restore the old Fort, and 
maintain it forever iu as close a sem­ 
blance as possible to what it was when 
General Sutter lived there in patriarchal 
state and isolation. 
We confess to some 
preference for this latter idea. 
A monu­ 
ment is usually lacking in suggestiveucss, 
aud so is a memorial chapel. 
If either of 
these plans are chosen, the architects— 
who never have 
any imagination—will 
bring forward copies of a score of monu­ 
ments and memorial chapels from all parts 
of the world, and in the end the solecism 
will probably be perpetrated of commemo- 
ratiug our premier pioneer by an edifice 
modeled after 
one 
originally designed 
to honor som° European 
sovereign or 
statesman or man of letters. 
If, how­ 
ever, it should be decided to restore 
the 
old 
Fort, 
it 
would 
constitute 
a 
most 
suggestive 
and 
appropriate 
memento, not alone 
of General Sutter, 
bat of the era he inaugurated. 
This Fort 
would then become a place of pilgrimage 
for all who desired to look upon the birth­ 
place of California and the 
American 
domin-on on the Pacific, and everything 
about it would recall the pioneer times, 
and add to the charms of the spot. 
We 
do not want Greek or Italian or Gothic 
architecture to remind us of these bygone 
days. 
Give us rather the homely, rude, 
but substantial old Fort, with all its 
ugliness and all its lack of civilization. 
There \>e have Sutter and his Times, and 
we cannot have them in any other way. 
We believe that on consideration this plan 
will appear the most appropriate, aud it 
has the special advantage of not requiring 
any very considerable outlay of money. 
A moderate fund would suffice to restore 
the Fort and to keep it iu preservation, and 
we are satisfied that the people of Sacra­ 
mento would cheerfully assist in an under­ 
taking so calculated to enhance the attrac­ 
tions of their city, as well as so congenial 
to the memory of the old settler it is de­ 
signed to honor.

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The Senate and Assembly balloted sepa­ 
rately yesterday for United Statc3 Senator, 
and in each house General Miller received 
a satisfactory majority, and in both cases 
more than a strict parfy vote.

CHINA 
PREPARING 
FOR 
WAR. 


The latest advices from China indicate 
that the Peking Government is actively- 
preparing for war with Russia, notwith­ 
standing all the talk of a peaceful adjust­ 
ment of the matters in dispute between 
the two powers. 
The China journals indi­ 
cate that the Peking Government is feeling 
very uneasy about the prospect, and no 
■doubt a war with Russia would be a serious 
matter for even a stronger power than 
China. 
If however the latter can make 
arrangements to encounter the Russian 
naval forces in the Pacific, she will proba­ 
bly have little to apprehend in the way of 
land attacks. 
Russia has her hands full 
already with the Turcomans, who have in­ 
flicted several very severe defeats upon her 
forces, and who appear to be quite able to 
hold their own. 
If Russia cannot sub­ 
due the Turcomans, however, it is hardly 
worth her while to think of invading 
-China, and therefore in the event of war 
she will probably confine her efforts to this 
side of the world.

The Librarian has kept up a constant ap­ 
peal to Congress for more room, but though 
is impossible to enter the apartm ents de­ 
voted to the Library w ithout perceiving 
the 
absolute 
necessity- for this, ses­ 
sion after session 
has 
been 
allowed 
to 
pass, 
and 
nothing 
has 
been 
done. 
It is now proposed to erect a 
proper library building on 
the public 
property known as Judiciary Square, and 
an appropriation of $1,500,000 is to be 
asked for this purpose. 
Of course it must 
be understood th at such a library as that 
which has accumulated at W ashington not 
ouly requires ample space for its arrange­ 
ment, but demauds such a building as can 
be added to from time to time, as the ex­ 
isting space at disposal is outgrown. 
It 
must be expected th at this library will 
continue to grow continually, and therefore 
it must have plenty of room. 
So great is 
the confusion which has resulted from the 
want of accommodation, however, that 
even when the new building is finished it 
will probably take two or three years to 
get the books iu order, and to make them 
available for reference.

GOVERNOR MURRAY. 


If Governor Murray of Utah has usurped 
the prerogative of Congress aud over­ 
stepped the limits of his own authority, in 
refusing a certificate to Cannon and giving 
it to Campbell, there ought not to be any 
doubt among intelligent men that the end 
has not justified the means. 
It would 
be better that Cannon, with all his draw­ 
backs, should represent Utah perpetually 
in Congress than that the principles of 
republican government should be violated, 
and a manifest wrong done, in order to 
turn him out. 
The law which prescribes 
the duty of Territorial Governors in re­ 
gard to Congressional elections certainly 
does not justify the action of Governor 
Murray. 
It directs him to issue his cer­ 
tificate to the candidate who has received 
the largest number of votes. 
It does not 
authorize him to inquire into the eligibility 
of that candidate. 
It appears to be no 
part of his duty to make such an inquiry, 
and if this is a correct view of the case it 
follows that he has undertaken to oust 
Cannon by deliberately trampling upon the 
laws of the country. 
That is a good way 
to secare sympathy for the Mormon candi­ 
date. 
It certainly is not a good way to 
uphold the dignity of constitutional aid 
republican government.

Commencing with A. D. 1808,'and continuing through 1SC9 and 1870, a very large endowment business 
was secured, especially upon this coast, bv the different life insurance companies ; after 1870, owing to 
various causes not necessary here to m ention, this form of insurance was suddenly and very generally 
superseded by th at known as “ orJinary life,” whereby the paym ent of am ount insured is payable at 
death only. In A. D. 1S7S these endowments commenced m aturing, ami while being paid called for large 
sums of monev ; the companies had had the U83 of the funds, end presumably .it a profit. 
Now they w ere 
called upon to pay, and for each dollar so paid a corresponding dollar of liability was extinguished, an I 
while in m any cases these paym ents caused a tem porary decrease in assets, they no more impaired the 
financial ability of the paying company, than the prom pt m eeting of a m erchant’s bills payable impairs 
his, and is no more ground for discredit..

Wliat Shall Be Done In Honor of Sutter, 
and to Commemorate the Pioneer Era 1 


Tbe Pioneers’ .State Convention met in 
Pioneer Hall at 2:15 P. M. yesterday, to con 
sider what steps shall be taken in memory of 
Generat John A . Sntter, and the advent of 
the Anglo-Saxons into the valleys of Cali­ 
fornia. 
The meeting was called to order by 
A. P. Catlin, and David Meeker was called 
to the chair, who stated the object of the 
meeting. 
-Tas. McCleery was elected Sec­ 
retary. 
The fallowing delegates were found to he 
present:

Responses were read from the Vallejo and 
San Jose societies, but, the delegates being 
absent ar.,1 the trains not in, the c -nvention 
discu-?ed the propriety of adjourning until 
evening. 
A lengthy debate was entered upon as to 
the be?t method of begiuning the work of the 
convention, and finally a committee was 
ordered to formulate the subject and report 
at an evening tessi .n, and the Chair ap­ 
pointed George Cudwalader, A. P. Catlin, 
E. O. F. Hastings. A. J. Bacuelder, Ur. 
Grattan, William Winters and John A. 
Eagon. 
The convention reassembled at K P. 51 , a n d 
A. Powell, representing the Vallejo Pioneers, 
took a seat in the convention. 
There was a 
large assemblage of Pioneers and others as 
spectators. 
The Committee on Plans, by George Cad- 
walader, reported that while it is inora fitting 
t! at whatever i? erected to honor the mem­ 
ory < f Captain Sutter fhculd be placed on 
the site of his old fort in the, city of Sacra­ 
mento, they are restrained from definitely 
advising ttie purchase of the two Mocks in­ 
closing it until it i« known that they can be 
pnrehared at a price reasonable in itself, as 
well as within the means at the disposal of 
trie C-nvention. 
They had no donbt that an 
utttmpt upon the part of the owners of the 
two blocks aforesaid to demand an unreason­ 
able price for them would result in the com­ 
mittee advising 
them 
that the 
Capitol 
Paik 
or 
the 
Plaza 
Square of Sacra­ 
mento 
be 
used 
for 
the contemplated 
memorial instead of the two blocks aforesaid. 
The committee further report that on the 
supposition that the site of the old f rt could 
be obtained at a reasonable price, that it is 
hardly practicable or desirable to advise the 
restoration of the old fort to its original ap­ 
pearance. 
The original work was done with 
adobe, and little or no permanence would 
belong to such a structure. 
The committee 
a’so think that a statue of Captain Sutter 
erected on the site of the fort would not, for 
a 
number 
of 
reasons, 
meet 
the ex­ 
pectation 
of 
the 
public. 
The 
com­ 
mittee 
incline 
to the 
opinion 
that a 
“ memorial building,” constructed of stone 
ami capable of 
various uses, would best 
answer the leading ideas of the Convention. 
But inasmuch as the cost of such a structure 
is unknown, and the committee as well as the 
Convention are in the dark as to the sum of 
money which can be raised for such a pur­ 
pose, the committee contents itself with ad­ 
vising the following preliminary action : 1st. 
That a committee be appointed to incorpo­ 
rate by some proper name the Sutter Memo­ 
rial Association, in order that it may acquire 
property and take such 
measures as a 
body as may be necessary to carry out the 
objects in 
view. 
2 1. That a committee 
of twenty-five capable persons, who need not 
personally be members of this Convention, be 
i.npoii.te. 1 a finance committee to solicit con­ 
tributions for our purposes and to report to 
the Convent i n at its adjourned meeting. 
3 1. That this Convention reassemble here on 
the -— ------day of February, 1881, and that 
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“ 5 pr\ t D amasse" all-silk brocades—some­ 
thing quite new—at Hale’s.

this committee have leave to further consider 
the matter submitted to it, as to the site of, 
and the plans f ir and cost of, the memorial 
building aforesaid, and shall report at said 
adjourned meeting. 
l'lie rep rt was agreed to. and the blank 
was filled with the words “ first Tuesday in 
February.” 
Geo. Cadwaladtr said the land at the fort 
Was owned in Chicago, and would cost 
83,000. probably 84,000, while 
it would 
take 81,000 to put the c round in order and 
get a good frontage on K street on the high 
ground there. 
No one could now Hay what a 
memorial building would cost, but probably 
not less than 815,000. 
Jlr. Hastings said the California Pioneer 
Association in New York had written to say 
if the ground can be Hecured and such work 
entered on as to guarantee good faith, that 
Association will then contribute to its com­ 
pletion. 
J. FI. Mclvune said no positive plans 
should he now agreed u]>on. 
He was not 
clear as to whether a memorial hall wouid be 
b est; other designs may be determined upon. 
But whatever it is, it ought to be a State 
work, r,iy. a national 5Vork, because Sutter 
saved this territory to the United States. 
He was all American. 
His fort was the sole 
obstacle to the expulsion _ of all Anglo- 
Saxons wh i had settled in Northern Califor­ 
nia. 
The Mexican Government, after the 
expulsion of Micheltorena, sought to oust 
Sutter, sought to buy him out, to drive him 
out, but had he been instructed by the Home 
Government lie could not have been firmer 
in his refusal to yield. 
Had he yielded, it is 
a question whether this territory would have 
been acquired. 
lie dwelt at length on the 
republican firmness and dtvotion of Sutter, 
and the gain his acts had resulted in to the 
United States Government. 
Mr. S'va-ev in a very eloquent strain de­ 
scribed (he being present) the arrival of the 
Mexican delegation to urge Sutter out of the 
country ; how he refused ; how all the Amer­ 
icans looked upon Sutter's fort as their only 
protection—the only barrier against uot only 
expulsion but death ; how General Castro 
issued a proclamation ordering all Americans 
from the laud, and armed a strong f.ree to 
march upon them, but was deterred by the 
rill s behind the walls of Sutter's fort, and 
the brave front and stand taken by Captain 
Sutter. 
Few realize to-day how much the 
State and nation owe to Sutter. 
He detailed 
e\ idences of his charity, the aid he gave freely 
aud without reward to emigrants, how he 
protected the weak and saved the starving, 
aud gave of his substance to Americans at all 
times. 
He concluded with a feeling perora­ 
tion. 
Mr. Hastings raid he saw Sutter just be­ 
fore he died. 
He detailed the old man’s 
efforts to get compensation from Congress. 
How the bill for §50,000 was reported favora­ 
bly on, aud was on the eve of passage when 
Congress adjourned, and Sutter, woru out 
with years ot waiting, went to his hotel and 
died of a broken heart. 
He spoke of him as 
a guileless mar, of broad charity, generous 
hospitality, 
hopeful, 
earnest, 
thoroughly 
American, liberty-loving, and the savior of 
California to the nation. 
Mr. Hastings 
doubted it Congress 
would do anything 
for setting up a memorial for Sntter. and told 
how long it takes to get a personal bill through 
the houses. 
He favored aD address and an 
appeal, however, on the subject, to give the 
Finance Committee backing. 
Mr. Sawsey said such an address could be 
made to disclose much unwritten and deeply 
interesting history of California. 
Mr. Meeker took a like view. 
J. S. Miller thought the Pioneers could 
not rely ou Congress in this work. 
He be­ 
lieved the practical way is to appeal to the 
Legislature. 
Mr. Meeker said the new Constitution was 
iu the way of that. 
It was moved that the 
Chair appoint five persons to prepare an ad­ 
dress to the people on the subject. 
J. H. McKune said the plan to be carried 
out and the sum desired ought to be arrived 
at before asking for contributions—at least 
before circulating the address. 
It was finally agreed that Messrs. Swasey 
aud MeKune prepare an address and submit 
it to the next meeting, they to correspond 
with General Bidwell and Captain Weber. 
Messrs. Cadwalader and McKune were ap­ 
pointed to prepare a memorial to Congress, 
asking that body to pass the Sutter relief 
bill, now before Congress, the memorial to 
be signed by all tha delegates of the Con­ 
vention. 
The constitution cf the Committee on 
Finances was committed to the Chair, to be 
aided by George Cadwalader and Dr. Grat­ 
tan. 
The Chairman then addressed the Conven­ 
tion upon the objects of its sessions. 
The Convention, at 10:20 p. m , adjourned 
until the first Tuesday in February, at 2 P. 
si. 
Subsequently the Sacramento Pioneers 
entertained the company with a light colla­ 
tion. 
The delegates were received yesterday 
at tbe depot and entertained by a committee 
consisting of J. S. Miller, George A. Put­ 
nam and F, II. RusseL

[Editorial article from January (lft.0) number of the 
Count Jleuirw of San Francisco, a recognized au­ 
thority upon all matters relating to insurance.] 
The above caption is quoted from a circular 
issued by one Robert Crawford, who repre­ 
sents hinnelf as having been an "agent of the 
Pacific Mutual Life insurance Company for 
ten years.” 
We notice this circular, not because of any 


d a m a g in g statement of “ facts ” contained 
therein, nor to defend the company from its 
attack ; but for other and more important 
reasons. 
It appears that Mr. Crawford was an agent 
or solicitor for the Pacific Mutual for many 
years, and that until wiihin the past few 
mouths his relations with that company aud 
its managers were of a pleasant nature. 
It 
the 
course of 
events, however, and 
more 
than 
three 
years 
subsequent 
to 
Mr. 
Mo ire becoming 
one 
of 
rhe ex­ 
ecutive officers of the 
corporation, Mr. 
Crawford o m es to the conclusion that he 
does uot iike Mr. Moore's manner of treating 
agents, and resolves to leave the Pacific Mu­ 
tual and engage elsewhere. 
This, we uuder- 
staud, was uot objected to by Mr. Moore or 
his company, bur Mr. Crawford was called 
upon to make gcod a balance of some 8400 
before the company would give him a release, 
which under our law is necessary before a 
license to work for another company can be 
obtained from the Insurance Commissioner. 
This amount Mr. Crawford claims he does 
not owe. 
There appear to be four items iu 
the account against Crawford, three of which 
he disputes, Lilt one he admits to be properly 
charged against him. 
Mr. Crawford proposed an arbitration, to 
which th? company consented ; but after ob­ 
taining this consent, Crawford declined to 
submitt ALL matters of difference, but was 
willing to submit o n e of the disputed items, 
p r o v id e d the company rvould cancel all the 
other items of his indebtedness, which last 
proposition was promptly declined. 
We 
make this much of an explanation of the 
alleged differences between Mr. C. and the 
company, not that it is a matter of aDy 
special interest to our readers, but because it 
is pertinent to what follows. 
Now, why did 
Mr. Crawford issue his circular ? Did lie do 
it with pure motives, and for the best interests 
of the public, or was it a malicious attempt 
to injure the company and create distrust 
among its policy-holder.», because it could not 
and would uot be bullaozsd by a delinquent 
agent. 
If Mr. Crawford answers that his motive 
was good, and justifies his attack upon the 
company, we ask why the circular was not 
issued before? The company’s report which 
it purports to criticise, has been published 
nearly a year, and ii the company is in the 
condition he would have it appear, it was 
clearly bis duty to have called the attention 
of the Insurance Commissioner thereto, and 
to have given the “ facts” to the public long 
ago. 
Again, Mr. Crawford ba3 worked for 
the company for a long period, and at a time 
when h e and every insurance man upon the 
coast knew that it was by no means as strong 
aud prosperous as at present; bow could he 
so strongly recommend the company THEN, 
and yet feel called upon to denounce it as un­ 
trustworthy NOW ; wliat is it that has so sud­ 
denly wrought upon and quickened his con­ 
science, aud made him so stalwart a defender of 
the public interest? Mr. Crawford’s own ad­ 
missions, made to the editor of this journal, 
in regard to the proposed arbitration, and 
his statement made to the same person, that 
if the company had settled with him the 
circular would not have been issued, place 
him in a very unenviable light in this com­ 
munity. 
If it is true that any delinquent or 
dissatisfied agent has the right to, and can 
bring his company to terms, by getting out a 
circular reflecting upon its financial cordi- 
tion and trustworthiness ; then it certainly 
behooves companies to look well to the 
character of the men they employ as agents. 
So far as the real facts are concerned, it is 
well known that the Pacific Mutual is better 
managed now than at any time for the past 
six years, and it is stronger financially to day 
than it has been at any previous time within 
the past six years; it pays its losses and 
matured endowments promptly, and possesses 
in a large measure the confidence and good 
will of its policy-holders. 
Iu our opinion the 
publication of Crawford’s circular is the 
result of a malicious desire to id jure the credit 
and standing of the Pacific Mutual, and its 
circulation should not he countenanced by 
any honorable man. 
We have heard it 
rumored on the streets that some of our 
general agents of other life insurance com­ 
panies bare purchased, and are assisting 
Crawford in the distribution of his ill-timed, 
unprofessional and cowardly attusk upon the 
Pacific M utual; we are loath to believe this 
rumor; we have a better opinion of our 
genet al a :t nts, at d do not believe they are so 
lacking in intelligence as to encourage a 
course certain to inflict great injury upon the 
life insurance business of this coast. 
There is just now, what we consider a most 
unjustifiable attack being made upon one of 
the largest life insurance companies in the 
conntry, and made to, by parties whose 
statements are worth as much, to say the 
least, as Mr. Crawford’s insinuations ; what 
would the general agent of this company think 
of his co-workers in the business if they 
should assist iu the wider dissemination of 
the damaging documents against his company. 
We call upou all true men in the business 
to set their faces against these contemptible 
attacks.
